On  Being  A  Non- Sorority  Girl

When  Dorothy  Canfleld  made  Sylvia  of  the  "Bent  Twig"  a  non-sorority  girl,  she  did  not  tell  how  Sylvia  felt.  She  simply  said  that  every  non-sorority  girl  would  know,  and 
that  no  one  else  could  possibly  know. 

I  know  how  a  non -sorority  girl  teels,  and  I  agree  with  Miss  Canfield  that  nothing  should  be  said  on  the  subject.  All  I  am  going  to  do  is  to  give  the  facts  of  my  non -sorority 
lite  in  a  small  denominational  college. 

I  went  up  to  D  when  I  was  eighteen.  D  had  been  my  mother's  college  in  the  days  before  sororities,  and  I  was  prepared  to  like  everything  from  my 

room  to  Freshman  math. 

At  hrst  everything  was  wonderful,  )ust  as  mother  had  said  it  would  be, -and  then  we  began  to  hear  about  sororities.  1  was  not  in  the  least  impressed  at  first.  I  remember  sitting 
on  the  floor  at  a  feed  explaining  firmly  to  a  girl  hunched  up  on  the  bed  that  sororities  couldn't  matter  much-you  weren't  supposed  to  talk  about  them-you  couldn't  join  until 
you  were  a  Sophomore-you  wouldn't  even  know  they  were  there  if  some  one  wouldn't  insist  on  pointing  out  their  pins  and  their  little  white  houses.  Anyway,  I  didn't  expect 
to  be  a  sorority  girl,  so  I  wasn't  going  to  spend  any  time  thinking  about  them. 

But  I  found  after  while  that  you  couldn't  help  thinking  about  sororities.  No  one  discussed  them  in  public,  according  to  the  trustees'  orders,  but  everyone  discussed  them 
pretty  continually  in  private.  It  seemed  that  the  girls  in  the  school  were  not  of  equal  rank.  The  "big"  girls  were  the  sorority  girls,  and  there  was  nothing  in  school  as  important 
as  getting  in  with  them. 

However,  our  little  bunch  did  not  make  advances  to  the  sorority  girls.  We  had  never  even  heard  up  to  that  time  of  the  art  that  is  called  at  D  "helping  yourself" 

So  we  retired  to  the  side-lines  and  watched  the  liklier  Freshmen.  There  was  a  great  deal  to  watch,  once  one  gave  in  to  seeing  it-what  Freshman  was  walking  up  the  hill  with 
what  sorority  girl  whether  it  was  an  accident  or  a  regular  occurence,  and  whether  the  sorority  girls  seemed  to  be  really  liking  her,  or  |ust  letting  her  stay  around. 

The  rest  of  the  crowd  went  to  other  colleges  at  the  end  of  our  Freshman  year,  but  I  came  back.  My  best  friend  my  second  year  was  a  Freshman,  Mickey  T  . 

Mickey  had  not  known  there  were  sororities  at  D  when  she  came,  but  her  father  is  a  Kentucky  politician,  so  she  had  an  eccellent  (sic)  background  for  adjusting 

herself 

Along  in  November  Mickey  said  one  night,  "Ray,  I  want  to  be  a  big  girl  in  this  school  and  a  sorority  girl.  And  I  am  going  to  do  everything  I  can  to  help  myself  be  one." 

The  first  thing  Mickey  did  was  to  drop  most  of  the  friends  she  had  already  made.  She  liked  them,  but  she  could  not  afford  to  have  the  sorority  girls  see  her  with  very  many 
unimportant  people.  You  will  probably  think  from  this  that  Mickey  was  a  cold-hearted  wretch.  She  was  not.  She  was  charming.  She  simply  knew  how  to  get  along  at 
D  . 

Alpha  Phi  was  the  first  sorority  Mickey  approached.  She  invented  good  excuses  for  visiting  the  two  Alphas  on  our  corridor,  started  to  class  as  they  were  going,  and  flattered 
them  almost  too  openly.  I  thought.  But  she  made  no  progress  with  them.  She  turned  then  to  the  Delta  Psis,  with  immediate  success.  But  the  D.P.'s  were  the  least  exclusive  of 
the  sororities,  and  Mickey  had  to  admit  after  thinking  it  over  that  the  least  exclusive  of  anything  could  never  satisfy  her  very  long.  In  the  end,  she  turned  her  whole  heart  to 
small  and  exclusive  Theta  Chi. 

A  D  Freshman  is  supposed  to  wait  for  the  friendship  of  a  sorority  girl  as  modestly  as  a  maid  waits  for  the  friendship  of  a  man,  and  when  she  turns  things  her  way 

a  bit  she  does  it  as  the  maid  does:  discreetly.  Mickey  found  her  first  good  reason  for  approaching  the  Thetas  just  before  a  big  Y.W.  party.  Being  on  the  decoration  committee 
she  went  out  to  borrow  pillows,  and  came  back  an  hour  later  solemnly  elated.  She  had  gone  straight  to  a  prominent  Theta,  who  had  been  lovely  to  her  and  taken  her  only  to 
other  Thetas  to  borrow  pillows.  "I  belive  it's  a  good  sign,  "  Mickey  said  slowly  as  she  set  forth  the  last  detail. 

It  was  a  good  sign.  In  a  day  or  two  a  Theta  from  another  hall  dropped  in  to  borrow  a  notebook,  and  Mickey  rejoiced  that  the  Thetas  were  beginning  to  notice  where  she 
lived.

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Denison  Traditions 


A  progressive  student -one  who  likes  to  see  clianges  for  the  better -may  think  that  some  college  customs  or 
traditions  are  obsolete.  From  the  one  hundred  eleven  years  of  its  existence  Denison  University  has  come  to  realize 
the  importance  and  enjoyment  of  certain  traditions  begun  years  ago.  Students  today  are  not  unlike  students  of 
yesteryear;  they  still  cherish  those  meaningful  things. 

Everyone  stands  with  head  uncovered  while  "To  Denison"  is  sung. 
Denison  students  greet  one  another  on  campus. 

Before  an  important  gridiron  classic,  bonfire  "pep"  meetings  are  held -usually  at  Beaver  Field,  located  on  South 
Main,  just  over  the  railroad  tracks. 

Homecoming  Day  is  held  on  a  Saturday  in  October;  this  weekend  is  completely  turned  over  to  alumni. 

Dad's  Day,  another  annual  event,  is  held  on  a  Saturday  in  November.  A  football  game  is  the  feature  of  the  day. 

Mother's  Day  is  celebrated  on  a  weekend  in  May.  Innumerable  features  are  always  planned  including  a  track  meet, 
Glee  Club  concert.  May  Day  Festivities  and  crowning  of  the  May  Queen,  sorority  and  fraternity  receptions  and  the 
Inter  -  Fraternity  Sing  Contest. 

Denison  students  do  not  smoke  on  campus.  Certain  places,  however,  on  the  campus  are  reserved  for  smoking;  you 
can  find  them  without  much  trouble. 

Students  do  not  have  to  wait  more  than  five  minutes  for  a  tardy  professor;  fifteen  minutes  for  an  examination. 

Serenades  are  always  held  after  the  women  have  returned  to  their  rooms.  They  are  observed  on  weekends  only. 
Sweetheart  serenades  are  held  in  the  senior  year  of  either  or  both  of  the  two  "candidates."  The  one  for  whom  it  is 
given  holds  a  candle  in  her  window  and  the  other  women  in  the  dormitory  show  their  appreciation  by  maintaining 
silence  with  all  lights  extinguished. 

Four  regular  formals  are  held  by  each  of  the  sororities  and  fraternities:  Fall,  Christmas,  Spring  and  Commencement. 
In  October  the  men  hold  their  fall  formals  and  the  women  retaliate  in  November  with  theirs;  December  brings  the 
Christmas  dances  and  after  vacation  the  women  hold  theirs;  Spring  dances  come  along  in  March  with  women's  in 
May.  Fraternities,  not  sororities  hold  Commencement  dances. 

To  prevent  overcrowding  of  the  college  calendar  all  fraternities  have  their  parties  on  the  same  evening  and 
sororities  likewise. 

During  the  year  various  types  of  dances  are  held  by  fraternities  or  sororities  together  or  independently.  The  Junior 
Prom  after  spring  vacation  is  the  biggest  all -school  dance  of  the  year. 

Informal  parties  and  special  functions  such  as  the  Kappa  Sig  Prison  dance  or  the  Beta  Military  Ball  or  the  Sigs' 
Bloody  Bucket  or  the  Phi  Delts'  Hard  Times  Party  are  scattered  over  the  year;  school  sponsored  functions  include 
the  "D"  Association  affairs  and  Gold  Diggers'  dance.

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Mixed  Quads  Will  Be  Reality  In 

September 

Denison's  residential  quadrangles  will  have  a  new  look  this  fall,  when  the  integrated  quadrangle  proposal  developed 
by  the  subcommittee  on  residential  programs  of  the  Student  Faculty  Council  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  the  April  meeting  goes  into  effect. 

In  essence  the  new  plan  (l)  creates  two  mixed -living  quadrangles -one  on  the  east  side  of  campus  and  one  on  the 
west -and  (2)  provides  for  integration  of  the  four  academic  classes  within  the  residence  hall  units. 

Men  students  now  will  reside  in  Crawford  and  Deeds  halls  on  the  East  Quadrangle  and  in  Smith  and  Curtis  East 
halls  on  the  West  Quadrangle,  and  women  will  reside  in  all  other  living  units. 

This  means  that  there  will  be  residence  halls  for  men  and  residence  halls  for  women  at  both  ends  of  the  campus, 
and  that  the  two  dining  halls -Curtis  and  Huffman -will  serve  both  men  and  women. 

The  student -faculty  committee  on  residential  programs,  which  has  been  evaluating  the  residential  program  at 
Denison  for  more  than  a  year,  stated  that  it  believed  the  program  developed  was  "a  well-reasoned  and  equitable 
program  with  inherent  educational  significance." 

To  allow  proper  consideration  of  the  merits  and  short -comings  of  each  proposal  in  the  plan,  the  committee 
presented  it  to  the  campus  community  for  more  than  one  and  one -half  months  of  discussion  and  debate. 

The  major  rationale  presented  by  the  committee  for  the  plan  stated,  "It  is  our  belief  that,  the  removal  of  the 
artificial  barriers  of  distance,  time,  dining  facilities,  and  social  constraints  through  the  integration  of  the  residential 
quads  and  the  removal  of  exclusively  freshman  dormitories  will  present  the  opportunity  to  begin  working  for  the 
goals  of  a  residential  college  and  the  associated  community  ideal. 

"We  believe  that  it  would  (l)  break  down  the  dichotomy  between  the  academic  and  social  life  of  the  student;  (2) 
break  down  the  distinctions  based  upon  academic  class;  (3)  increase  the  interaction  between  freshmen  and 
upperclass  men  and  women;  and  (4)  create  the  possibility  of  a  better  educational  experience  for  freshmen  and  a 
more  realistic  adjustment  to  the  university  experience." 

The  adopted  program  also  provides  detailed  information  on  the  philosophy  and  working  principles  for  integrated 
quadrangles,  specific  living  unit  arrangements,  a  system  of  governance,  and  supportive  rationale  for  the  change. 

In  addition,  the  Student -Faculty  Council  is  developing  a  plan  for  students  sharing  common  educational  interests  to 
live  in  groups  in  residence  halls.  These  might  include,  for  example,  groups  with  common  educational  interests  in 
language,  concern  for  ecology,  arts,  science,  and  black  studies. 

Another  change  adopted  by  the  Student -Faculty  Council  provides  for  off- campus  living  for  upperclass  women,  as 
well  as  men.  A  total  of  26  women  plan  to  utilize  this  option  this  fall.
